TO 

Prevent the spread of Bee Pest or Foul Brood in 
Ireland. 

B E it enacted by the King’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : — 

6 1.— (1) If any person keeping or having charge of bees 

becomes aware that the bees, or any of them, are affected with 
the disease known as bee pest or foul brood, he shall forthwith 
give notice of that fact to the local authority of the district in 
which the bees are kept. 

10 (2) If any person required to give notice under this section 

fails to give the notice forthwith he shall be guilty of an offence 
under this Act, and shall be liable, on summary conviction, to 
a penalty not exceeding five pounds. 

2. (1) Any officer of the Department of Agriculture and 

15 Technical Instruction for Ireland (in this Act referred to as “ the 
Department”), and within the district of any local authority, 
any person authorised in writing in that behalf by the local 
authority, shall have power to enter at all reasonable times any 
premises where bees are kept, and to inspect any bees and 
20 articles and appliances used in connection with bee-keeping. 

(2) If any person refuses to allow any such officer or autho- 
rised person to enter any premises which he is entitled to enter 
under this section, or obstructs or impedes him in the execution 
of his duty, he shall be guilty of an offence under this Act, and 
25 shall be liable, on summary conviction, to a penalty not exceeding 
ten pounds.

6. — (1) The Department may, by order, prohibit the keeping 
of bees for such period as they think fit upon any premises upon 

5 which any bees, articles, or appliances have been destroyed under 
this Act. 

(2) Any person keeping bees contrary to an order made by 
the Department under this section shall be guilty of an offence 
under this Act, and shall be liable, on summary conviction, to a 
10 penalty not exceeding ten pounds. 

7. The Department may make regulations — 

(a) With respect to the manner in which notices are to be 

given under this Act ; 

(b) With respect to the method of destruction of bees, 

15 articles, and appliances under this Act, and the 

making and determination of claims for compen- 
sation; and 

(<?) Generally for the purpose of carrying this A$l into 
effect. 

20 Section one of the Rules Publication Act, 1893, shall not 
apply to any regulations made in pursuance of this section. 

8. A local authority may, with the consent of the Depart- 
ment, appoint one or more officers for the purpose of the execution 
of this Act having such qualifications and upon such terms as to 

25 remuneration and otherwise as the Department approve. 

9. — (1) The local authority for the purposes of this Act 
shall — 

(a) as respects the rural districts of any administrative 
county, be the county council ; 

30 ( b ) as respects an urban district or county borough, be the 

council of the district or borough. 

(2) The expenses incurred by or on behalf of a local authority 
in the execution of this Act, including compensation, shall be 
defrayed in the case of the council of a county other than a county 
36 borough out of the funds at the disposal of the council for the 
purposes of agriculture and other rural industries, and in the case 
of the council of an urban district or county borough, out of any 
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rate or fund applicable to the purposes of the Public Health 
(Ireland) Acts, 1878 to 1907, as if incurred for those purposes. 

10 . The powers and duties of the council of every county 
other than a county borough under this Act shall be exercised 
and discharged by and through the committee appointed by the 5 
council for the purposes of Part I. of the Agriculture and Technical 
Instruction (Ireland) Act, 1899. 


11 — (1) Any offence under this Act may be prosecuted, and 
■ any penalty recoverable under this Act may be recovered in a 
summary manner. 

(2) A prosecution for an offence under this Act may be 
instituted, and a penalty recoverable under this Act may be 
recovered either by the Department or the local authority.

(3) All penalties recovered under this Act shall, notwith- 
standing any provision in any other Act, be paid to the body 15 
by whom the prosecution is instituted under this section, and 
shall be applied in aid of the expenses of that body in the execution 
of thigpAct. 


12 . This Act shall apply to Ireland only, and may be cited 
as the Bee Pest Prevention (Ireland) Act, 1908, and shall come 20 
into operation on the first day of January one thousand nine 
hundred and nine.
